RESCOLUTI ON 864 (1993)

Adopted by the Security Council at its 3277th neeting,
on 15 Septenber 1993

The Security Council,

Reaffirmng its resolutions 696 (1991) of 30 May 1991, 747 (1992) of 24
March 1992, 785 (1992) of 30 Cctober 1992, 793 (1992) of 30 Novenber 1992, 804
(1993) of 29 January 1993, 811 (1993) of 12 March 1993, 823 (1993) of 30 Apri
1993, 834 (1993) of 1 June 1993 and 851 (1993) of 15 July 1993,

Havi ng considered the report of the Secretary-Ceneral (S/ 26434 and Add. 1)
dated 13 Septenber 1993,

Expressi ng grave concern at the continuing deterioration of the political
and mlitary situation, and noting with consternation the further deterioration
of an already grave hunanitarian situation

Deeply concerned that, despite its previous resolutions and the efforts
undertaken by the Secretary-General and his Special Representative, the peace
tal ks remai n suspended and a cease-fire has not been established,

Wel comi ng the joint statenment issued in Lisbon on 10 Septenber 1992 by the
representatives of Portugal, the Russian Federation and the United States of
America, the three observer States to the Angol an peace process,

Wel com ng al so and supporting to that end the efforts of the
Secretary-General and his Special Representative ained at the earliest
resol ution of the Angolan crisis through negotiations, and stressing the
i nportance it attaches thereto,

Wel coming further the efforts of the Ad Hoc Comm ttee on Southern Africa of
the Organization of African Unity (QAU) and of Heads of State of nei ghbouring
countries to facilitate the resunption of the peace process in Angol a,

Enphasi zi ng the i nportance of a continued and effective United Nations
presence in Angola with a viewto fostering the peace process and advanci ng the
full inplenmentation of the Acordos de Paz,

Reaffirmng its conmtment to preserve the unity and territorial integrity
of Angol a,
A

1. Wl cones the report of the Secretary-General (S/26434) dated 13
Sept enber 1993 and deci des to extend the existing mandate of the United Nations
Angol a Verification Mssion (UNAVEM 1) for a period of three nonths, until 15
Decenber 1993;

2. Reiterates its readi ness to consider taking action pronptly, at any
time within the period of the mandate authorized by this resolution, on the
recomendati on of the Secretary-CGeneral, to expand substantially the United
Nati ons presence in Angola in the event of significant progress in the peace
process;

3. Reaffirns the inportance of the functions of good offices and
nmedi ati on by UNAVEM I and the Special Representative, with the goal of
restoring a cease-fire and reinstating the peace process for the ful
i npl enent ati on of the Acordos de Paz;

4. Wl cones the continued disposition of the Governnment of Angola to



reach a peaceful settlenent of the conflict in conformty with the Acordos de
Paz and relevant resolutions of the Security Council;

5. Reaffirns its recognition of the legitimate rights of the Governnent
of Angola and in this regard wel comes the provision of assistance to the
Government of Angola in support of the denocratic process;

6. Reiterates once again its denmand that UN TA accept unreservedly the
results of the denocratic elections of 30 Septenber 1992 and abide fully by the
Acordos de Paz;

7. Condemms UNITA for continuing mlitary actions, which are resulting in
i ncreased suffering to the civilian popul ation of Angola and damage to the
Angol an econony and agai n demands that UN TA i rmedi atel y cease such acti ons;

8. Al so condermns UNI TA's repeated attenpts to seize additional territory
and its failure to withdraw its troops fromthe |ocations which it has occupied
since the resunption of the hostilities, and demands once again that it
i medi ately do so and agree without delay to return its troops to United
Nat i ons-nmoni tored areas as a transitional measure pending full inplementation of
the Acordos de Paz;

9. Reaffirns that such occupation is a grave violation of the Acordos de
Paz and is inconpatible with the goal of peace through agreenents and
reconciliation;

10. Stresses once again the fundanmental need to reinitiate wthout delay
t he peace tal ks under United Nations auspices with a viewto the inmediate
est abl i shnent of a cease-fire throughout the country and the full inplenentation
of the Acordos de Paz and resol utions of the Security Council

11. Takes note of statenents by UNITA that it is prepared to resune peace
negoti ati ons and demands that UN TA act accordingly;

12. Wl cones the further steps taken by the Secretary-General to inplenment
t he emergency hunmanitarian assi stance pl an

13. Strongly condemms the repeated attacks carried out by UNI TA agai nst
United Nations personnel working to provide humanitarian assistance and
reaf firnms that such attacks are clear violations of international humanitarian
I aw;

14. Takes note of statenents by UNITA that it will cooperate in ensuring
t he uni npeded delivery of humanitarian assistance to all Angol ans and demands
that UNI TA act accordingly;

15. Reiterates its appeal to both parties to take all necessary neasures to
ensure the security and safety of UNAVEM Il personnel as well as of the
personnel involved in humanitarian relief operations, and strictly to abide by
applicable rules of international humanitarian |aw

16. Denmands that UNI TA proceed immediately to the release of all foreign
citizens held against their will and to abstain fromany action which m ght
cause damage to foreign property;

Strongly condeming UNI TA and holding its | eadership responsible for not
havi ng taken the necessary neasures to conply with the demands nmade by the
Council in its previous resolutions,

Determ ned to ensure respect for its resolutions and the ful
i npl enent ati on of the Acordos de Paz,



Uging all States to refrain fromproviding any formof direct or indirect
assi stance, support or encouragenent to UN TA,

Determning that, as a result of UNNTA's mlitary actions, the situation in
Angol a constitutes a threat to international peace and security,

Acting under Chapter VII of the Charter of the United Nations,

17. Decides that the provisions set forth in paragraph 19 to 25 bel ow shal
conme into force ten days after the date of adoption of the present resol ution
unl ess the Secretary-General notifies the Council that an effective cease-fire
has been established and that agreenent has been reached on the inplenmentation
of the Acordos de Paz and rel evant resolutions of the Security Council;

18. Decides further that if, at any tine, after the subm ssion of the
above-nmentioned report of the Secretary-Ceneral, the Secretary-Ceneral reports
to the Council that UNI TA has broken the cease-fire or ceased to participate
constructively in the inplenentation of the Acordos de Paz and the rel evant
resol uti ons of the Security Council, the provisions set forth in paragraphs 19
to 25 below shall come into force inmediately;

19. Decides, with a viewto prohibiting all sale or supply to UNI TA of arns
and related materiel and military assistance, as well as petrol eum and petrol eum
products, that all States shall prevent the sale or supply, by their nationals
or fromtheir territories or using their flag vessels or aircraft, of arns and
related materiel of all types, including weapons and anmunition, mlitary
vehi cl es and equi pnent and spare parts for the aforenentioned, as well as of
petrol eum and petrol eum products, whether or not originating in their territory,
to the territory of Angola other than through naned points of entry on a list to
be supplied by the Governnment of Angola to the Secretary-General, who shal
promptly notify the Menber States of the United Nations;

20. Calls upon all States, and all international organizations, to act
strictly in accordance with the provisions of the present resolution,
notw t hst andi ng the exi stence of any rights or obligations conferred or inposed
by any international agreenent or any contract entered into or any licence or
permt granted prior to the date of adoption of this resolution

21. Calls upon States to bring proceedi ngs agai nst persons and entities
vi ol ating the nmeasures inposed by this resolution and to i npose appropriate
penal ti es;

22. Decides to establish, in accordance with rule 28 of its provisiona
rul es of procedure, a Committee of the Security Council consisting of all the
menbers of the Council to undertake the follow ng tasks and to report on its
work to the Council with its observations and reconmendati ons:

(a) To exami ne the reports submitted pursuant to paragraph 24 bel ow,

(b) To seek fromall States further information regarding the action taken
by themwith a viewto effectively inplenmenting the neasures inposed by
par agraph 19 above;

(c) To consider information brought to its attention by States concerning
vi ol ati ons of the neasures inposed by paragraph 19 above and to reconmend
appropriate neasures in response thereto;

(d) To nake periodic reports to the Security Council on information
submtted to it regarding alleged violations of the nmeasures inposed by
par agraph 19 above, identifying where possible persons or entities, including
vessel s, reported to be engaged in such violations;

(e) To pronul gate guidelines that may be necessary to facilitate the
i npl enent ati on of the measures inposed by paragraph 19 above;



23. Calls upon all States to cooperate fully with the Comrittee supplying
such information as may be sought by the Conmittee in pursuance of established
i n paragraph 22 above in the fulfilnment of its tasks, including the present
resol uti on;

24. Requests all States to report to the Secretary-CGeneral by 15 Cctober
1993 on the neasures they have adopted in order to neet the obligations set out
i n paragraph 19;

25. Requests the Secretary-Ceneral to provide all necessary assistance to
the Conmittee established by paragraph 22 above and to make the necessary
arrangenents in the Secretariat for this purpose;

26. Expresses its readiness to consider the inmposition of further nmeasures
under the Charter of the United Nations, including, inter alia, trade neasures
against UNITA and restrictions on the travel of UN TA personnel, unless by 1
Novenmber 1993 the Secretary-CGeneral has reported that an effective cease-fire
has been established and that agreenent has been reached on the ful
i npl enentati on of the Acordos de Paz and rel evant resol utions of the Security
Counci | ;

27. Expresses also its readiness to review the nmeasures in the present
resolution if the Secretary-General reports to the Council that an effective
cease-fire has been established and that substantial progress has been achieved
towards the full inplenentation of the Acordos de Paz and rel evant resol utions
of the Security Council

28. Requests the Secretary-Ceneral to submt to it as soon as the situation
warrants, and in any case in good time before 1 Novenber 1993 and again before
15 Decenber 1993, a report on the situation in Angola and the inplenentation of
this resolution, with his recommendation for the further role of the United
Nations in the peace process and, in the neantinme, to keep the Council regularly
i nfornmed of devel opnents;

29. Decides to remain seized of the matter
